LONDON, April 26 (12:01 a.m,)— 
The folowing official communication 
was issued at midnight concerning 
recent aerial manoeuvres by the Bri- 
tish alr corps, aided by Belgians: 

“On the morning of the 28rd, in 
spite of most inclement weather, 1 
bombarding work was carried out by 
our naval aeroplanes upon an enemy 
aerodrome at Mariakerke, The ma- 
chines were heavily fired on, but suc- 
ceeded in returning safetly, As far as 
observed, good results were obtained, 

“One of our fighting machines at- 
tacked an enemy aeroplane und drove 
it down, The hostile machine was last 
sean close to the ground and out of 
control, 

Large Number of Bombs Dropped 

“The morning of the 24th a further 
tittack was carled out against the same 
objective, in co-operation with our 
Belgian allies. A large number of 
bombs were dropped, A heavy fire was 
encountered by all of the machines, 
There were no British casualties, The 
results obtained appear to have been 
very good, 

“The same day a British aeroplane 
uttacked an enemy seaplane about five 
niles off Zeebrugge. The enemy pilot 
was killed, The machine dropped, the 
enemy observer falling out while the 
machine was still at a height of 3,- 
000 feet. The hostile seaplane crash- 
ed into the sea and sank. 

“During the operations against the 
German cruiser squadron, off the east 
coast on the 25th, two seaplanes were 
vursued by naval and land machines 
over sixty miles out to sea, Bombs 
and darts were dropped, but appar- 
enUly without serlous effect.

“An aeroplane and a seaplane work- 
ed the German ships off Lowestoft, 
dropping heavy bombs.

MORE RUSSIAN 
TROOPS ARRIVE 
AT MARSEILLES 


Are Greeted With Tremendous 
Enthusiasm Upon Landing 
At French Port. 


MARSEILLES, April 25—Marseilles 
Was again the entre of tremendous 
enthusiasm today, as another comtin- 
gent of Russian troops urrived unex- 
pectecly, 

‘rhe word that more Russians were 
com’ng soon spread, and great crowds 
suthered at the quay to witness their 
cisembarkation. 

It Was a stirring scene as the Rus- 
slans lined the decks of the transports, 
telurning the cheers from the crowds 
uteog the shore, while the flotilla of 
Warships and imerchantinen in the 
lherbor saluted with flags and salvos 
' booming cannon. -A regiment of 
rrench Hussars was drawn up along 
the quay as a @ueard of honor, the 
‘rench bands playing the ‘Russian Na- 
tional |Hymn, to which the Russiau 
Lands responded with the Marseillaise. 

The governor of Marseilles and the 
commander of the Marseilles militia 
headed a distinguished gathering of 
lrench officers who extended a hearty 
greeting to the newly-arrived (Rus- 
siuns, After an cxehange between the 
French and Russian officers, the dis- 
embarkatioa of the troops began amid 
continuous hurrahs by the crowds, 
Which later were swelled by a large 
number of workmen from the | sur- 
rounding factories and docks.

Nathaniel (Butler, M.A., LiL... dean 
of the faculty of education, Univer- 
sity of (Chicago, whe is one of the 


principal speakers at the seventh an- 
nual convention of the Alberta Edu- 
cational Association, arrived in the 
elty from the east yesterday and is a 
guest at the Hotel Macdonald, In an 
interview with a representative of The 
Bulletin, |Professor Butler expressed 
his pleasure in participating in this 
convention of Canadian educators and 


his feeling at being completely at 
home, because of the community of 
ideals in veducational, social and na- 


tional life on beth sides of the border. 

“T am especially glad,’ Professer 
Lutler continued, ‘because of the 
oneness of view betweén Canadians 
and those on the other side in regard 


to the great questions which are at

The odor of fresh sawdust, the huz- 
zing of many saws and clang of ma- 
chinery, greets the visitor who finds 
himsele at the Capital City Box Mac- 
tory, located at 111th avenue and 82nd 
street, on the Canadiar Northeray 
Ratlway, 

This, business, one of Edmonton's 
newer concerns, bas developed mar- 
Velously since its inception on \luly 
27, 1912, and itis well worthy of be- 
Ing deemed representative of progress- 
ive Hdmonton, 

There nothing but wooden boxes 

are made, and one sees boxes all 
around, big and small, some finished 
and others in the various stages of 
manufacture, There are rough boxes 
and smooth boxes, that is, boxes better 
finished, There one can see a bundle 
of pieces of wood and the mext min- 
ute they are transformed into a case 
Wherein Alberta butter will travel 
thousands of miles by land and sea, 
Machinery is everywhere, and this is 
# business wherein the division of la- 
hor {s finely organized, because, ow- 
ing to the character, all hand work 
has to be eut out as much as possible, 
It is assentinily a home industry, 
the lumber tor the boxes is all ob- 
tamed from within a radius of 50 or 
even 40 miles from /lEdmonton, and 
the imajority of the boxes made are 
used for conveying local dairy pro- 
ducts to market It is a fine outlet 
for our local soft woods, The figures 
iow about to be given are going to 
urprise some people, who perhaps 
were not aware of the extent of this 
firn’s ‘business, Last year two mil- 
lion and w half feet of lumber werkt 
used in the manufacture of all kinds 
of boxes. This vill soft wood, com 
sisting of pine, poplar and spruce 
rom this lumber, taking one tine 
Alone 70,000 Hutter boxes to hold 56 
pounds of buter were made last year, 
These figures give some Jittle iden of 
the extent of the dairy business in the 
Mdmonton district as well In one 
month alone 12,000 eae cases were 
manufactured, Speaklag roughly, per- 
haps 200,000 cases of all kinds, giving 
fin average measurement of 7 1-2 ft 
were turned out last year, and the 
management say that about nalf as 
much again could be turned out at a 
pinch A good revenue ts made from 
sawdust alone, shavings are given 
away to those who like to eg? them 
away, but the management com. 
templating putting in a baler for this 
and then © small charge will be made. 
Just now, however, there are a lot of 
shavings which can be had for the 
asking Both sawdust and shavings 
are removed by a suction pipe, which 
deposits the stuff outside the main 
buildings and thus keeps everything 
clear, 
Now as to the variety of work 
turned out. Some index of its char- 
aeter may be @wained by saying that 
here are manufactured butter boxes 
and shooks, egg cases and fillers, 
parchinent paper and liners, shipping 
euses, aerated water and beer cases. 
About 25 per cent of the manufac- 
tured goods is shioped to outside 
points Some go as far north as the 
Great Slave Lake fer the conveyance 
of fish Hutter boxes are made for 
the Saskatchewan, government and al- 
eo for the Alberta government Loe- 
olly, customers are the packing plants, 
the dairy companies, breweries, ete 
It is interesting to note that bexes 
from the Capital City Box Co,, con- 
taining Canadian produce, find thelr 
way to the continent and to the Brit- 
ish Isles, 

The yvarlous processes gone through 
in making a box are attractive owing 
to the mechanical perfection and dex- 
terity used It is hardly necessary to 
enumerate the various kinds of ma- 
chines used, sufficient to say that the 
different processes of nailing, planing, 
clamping and sawing wood into dif- 
ferent thicknesses and lengths are 
quite wonderful in their way All 
machinery is driven by electric mot- 
ors With power supplied by the city, 
and the firm say they have no com- 
plaint in the way they have been 
treated by the city in this direetion
